Upon review of applicant's remarks it is the examiner's opinion that the case 
is deemed allowable over prior art for the following reasons. The critical 
step of (b) in independent claim 1 referring to the timing of affixing a 
thermal radiation absorption layer which would be comprised of a highly 
doped silicon material affixed to the underlayer of the SiC substrate, which 
would then serve for construction of an AlGaInN semiconductor material. 
The crucial point of this allowable claim however deals with when the 
"thermal absorption layer" is affixed to the substrate, which is what makes 
the claimed method invention allowable over prior art searched by examiner.
